TuE detonso usually set up for tlie 
present Government is, that it, does uo 
harm 5 tbut other GovornmontB aro 
oorrqpt and tax the people unjaslly, 
. .thns inflicting injury willfully, a griov 
oua evil with which onr Government 
cannot be impeached. That may be 
quite true ; but in the relations oi 
parent and child it is commonly noted 
that whore the parent exercises an 
evil iniluenoe the energies of the 
child for good or otH are completely 
developed, and the chancos aie at least 
equal that the child may turn out a 
good mombor of Bocioty; but in tbo 
ciiso of ft cegligcnt and slollilul pui'cnt, 
vice and corruption aro tho sure ro- 
BultB. Thus with our present Govern- 
ment : wo aro slowly Bailing ow to dcH- 
traction from ehoor want of guidance, 
whereas did wo posHOf.s a man at Ibo 
head of affairs wlio was muKil'ul ot 
even his own interests, ho would cer- 
tainly turn our prow in tlio other di-. 
rection. 13ut why should wo submit 
to either of tboso evils ? We are sure- 
ly intelligent enough to kucw the kind 
of Executive best suited to our taste 
and condition. Wo pay our public 
sorvants and certainly are entitled to 
the right of discharging them if they 
don't suit us. No code of philosophy 
ezistB that compels a people to select 
any one man or set of men to govern 
them, simply becaijse some other men 
say it ie proper. The wave ot democ> 
racy has swept too widely over the 
world to admit of even this place 
having cscapod its influence. In those 
days of tolcpraphs and stoamboatH, 
men have to work too bard for a live- 
lihood to bother their heads with mi-re 
forms; thoy want good practical re- 
salts, and public servants who, when 
well paid, will attend to the duties for 
which thoy aro appointed. These can 
and must bo obtained. Tho people of 
this Colony are quite prepared to p;iy 
remunerative salarios to gontlomon 
capable of performing tho duties re^ 
quired, and wo all know such gentle- 
men aro to be had ; they may bo 
found in any part of the world. The 
days of sinecures are past; the halo 
that surroaoded certain select fami- 
lies has been ' blown' off by the 
breath oi public opiniou. Tho 
value of a man is now discover^ 
ed in his energy and aaefalnesa. 
We have reason to bo proud of this 
beaotifnl country, flowing aa it is with 
milk and honey, rich in everything 
tbf^t could gladden the heart of man. 
But what avails all onr wealth? We 
might as well be living in some en- 
chanted islo whore everything was 
spell-bound. Granted wo have all that 
heart can desire; but (lovonuiKMii 
holds tlio rod that oncbniriB nil nur ef'-< 
forts. Our farms aro productive and 
our Hocks and herds multiply; but, our 
population is so small that wo have not 
safHciont labor to ouablo uh to gather 
tho rich fruits of the earth, and our 
Government, with a lazy yawn, won-> 
ders why wo trouble ourfiolves with 
"trifles." Our mineral lands embrace 
thousands of square miles of our lorriM 
tory ; we would invite men of capital 
and energy to explore and develop 
them. With this object we frame laws, 
and in suppliant tones ask our Qov- 
ornment to pass them ; but, alas ! our 
Government has no necessity for minis. 
They can toko money out ot tho Treas- 
ury with BO much cafio that they can- 
not imagine why people go to mine for 
it. Thoy remind ua of (2uccn Caroline, 
who, on being told that tho peojile 
wero starving for want of Ijroad, ii.sk.'d 
■why they did'nt cat pioncruHt ? .Such 
an obsurdity 150 years ago wuh looked 
upon as a brilliant joke on tho part ul 
lior Majohly of tliuao days. Is'ow wu 
aro a litilo more maltor-of-fact, und 
would tako such fun with a very bad 
graoe. We bogin to tliink that tho 
Wit of men in high places is no better 
than our ownj and that bonce wo 
have no occasion to pay for h. Our 
prnctioal minds load us to improve our 
lots and make bargains that leavo a 
profit; w» have an ample field for such 
faculties on this Island, Wo aro sur' 
rounded by an industrious and onter- 
prising pcopio who, endeavoring to 
accomplish tho same objects, are cre- 
ating all tho appliances to attract com- 
merco ; in foHtoring HhipbuildiDg, in 
stimulating tho exploration and cnlii- 
vation of their country ; in tho for 
liiation of railwayH, and by these 
.means are bringing together largo atu] 
populous comnninilies. Tliesu poopio 
corao to SCO us ..nddesiro'cbiiyonrgoodH J 
they have no objection to pay a profit to 
i ,ioar dealers, but tboy absolutely decline to 
pay taxoB.to our Government; thoy havo 
one of theU own that takes 'all' tbojr cau 



spare in that way. Now, there Js no 

reason why we Ehould expWt, them 
contribute to tho support of'orir notions 
of Government, and wo agree with them; 
but our intelligent Executive prefers that 
our goods should lie on oar shelves, our 
people become impoverished, and onr 
neighbors go clsewhe/o, rather than 
adapt our Customs laws to the ezlgoncics 
of tho. case. Perhaps thoy wish to avoid 
tho turmoil and din of vulgar trade in 
their Island of Calypso. No wonder that 
so many seek other Penelopes clBevvhoro. 
To insure reform and prosperity, we must 
have a complete and radical clmnije, and in 
tlio form of Govcriuncnt and its aduiinis-
